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An Attempt to Garrote the American

The Benats bas uwow befors it a bill whoae
purpose i# apnonnced in the title to be “to
inoreass the revenus on dutiss from Iimports
and tending to egualize exports and imports,.’
The real purpose of the bill {8 to deorense the
revenue, and to rob the mass of the Amerioan
peopla for the bemefit of a few unscrapulons
aud greedy speculators.

The bill we speak of has been given out by
its filende g the ‘““Copper bill;"" and the pub
e et been led to belisve that its siogle or
vlilul purpose is to inorease the duty on copper.
This would be bad enough; for all the world,
jusl now, enjoys cheap copper; only the Awma-
rivan people are te have this indispeunsable
meinl mads artificially dear to them in order
to put money into the pockels of 4 few owuers
O! vopper mines.

Dut besides copper this bill lays additional
duties on lead, nickel, zine, steel, iron wire,
iron of all kinds, glass, salt, rice, tHwber, raw
woiton, cotton and linea goods, aud & number
vl other articles.
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Now, first, as regards the revenue, the | toyhe common and general interest, tools of

Lhigher dutfes it is propoged to impose on most
of the articles we have named are for the
wost part vearly prohibitory; and they are
gertain to decrense the revenue. They are
plainly, as every one can see, intended simply
for “protection,’’ as it is called; that is to say,
ad a special bonnty to a very few of the many
Iuduatries of the country. It geems that in
thig case the protectionisls are afraid to let
their real object be known. They are evi.
lently in fear of public opinlon.

Dnt see how partial is this measare. If any
one is to be “‘protected,’ all onght to be pro-
tected allke. Bot thia bill proposes to give
special favors to a few, & very fow, at the ex-
pense, of course, of the many. Take, for in-
stunoe, the daty on copper. Copper is nsed in
avery household in the land; it 12 nsed in ghip-
bullding, and in many of the most important
arts aud industries of the country. In short,
it enters into the daily life of all our thirty-
five millions of peopls, and these are to be
taxed for the benellt of—how muauy persons,
does the reader suppose! According to the
United States census, thers wers employved
in 1800, in copper mining and copper emelting
—tha only trades sgpecially favored or ‘‘pro-
teoted by this bill—0050 men and 42 women;
in all, 5620 persons. Dt say thera are now
employed 00,000, fpstead of H000—to this
80,000 over thirty millions of psople are to pay
a bounty. Isthis equality 7 Is this justice?
But even this is not all. Thesa people’s
wages will not be Increased by ths higher
dnty. [I'robably the number of persons who
will be bepefited amounts to less than five
hunpdred, aud these are msn who Lold copper-
winiog stock, The whole nation is to pay
tribute Lo these, '

Hoof lead. Thers is not a Louse in the
conntry in which lead is not used. For water-
pipes, for paint, for bullsts and shol used by
the immense frontier population—for many
purposes, lead is su article of univerzal use
apd of absoluts mnecessity, whose cheapuness
wonld benefit the whole country, snd add to
the comfort and lappmess of every man,
womwan, and obild in it. Now, Low many
peraong are 1o be benelited by this increassd
duty on lead ! less than three thousand per-
sous are believed to be epgaged in the mining
and smelling of lead. The United BStutes
census says only three hundred and sixty-one
peraons were 80 employed in 1800, but this is
probably a mistake.

It is & faot that we do not prodace, mow,
even as much lead as supplies the demaud in
tbe neighborhood of the mines,
of tons are every year sent Wast, (rom En-
rope, to fill the demand for paint, pipe, ato.
Le#s lead I8 now produced than when the
duty was far lower.
poked to tax every man who wishes to nze
iead pipe, to paint his bouss, to protact him-
gell against wild animals, or to follow tha
chase, 1o order that lesas thin three thousand
persons may put money in their purses.

What we have said of these two arlicles ia
true of every other on the list. The number
of peréons who are to gain is ridicolonsly out
of proportion to the number who are to aailer
increased taxation; and it wonld not be unjust
to call this bill a Lill to swindle and oppress
the American people for the Usneflt of less
than ons per cent, of their muwber. Will
the conutry endure such gross and reckiess
favoritism ?

Geperal Grant took his nomination de-
cloring that as yet Lhe was wedded to no par-
Uoular polioy, and that, if elected, he should
shape Lis publio conduct by what he appra-
hended from time to time to be the will of
the peopls and Lthe wauta of the country.
On this basis he has proved the euccessful
candidate,
exactly bound by the formularies of the
dominaut party, aud for thal very reason
received a lInrger vote than he oltherwise
would, it is fafr to expect that he will main-
tain equal freedom for his faith and action
in the fature. Bat will ke bs able to do it, if
the radical leaders proc=ed to [nsist that he s
soluly their President, that he was eleoted Ly
them only, and that lLe is bound to work ont
their purposes? The time will assuredly
come when the fork of the road will be
reached. The man who was elegiad to Lhe
Pregidency withount a distinet pledge, and wno
doubtless received a large proportion of the
popular vote becanza of his rafusal to make
one, can hardly be regarded as likely to yisld
the point after gaining his position.

There is something for the leaders of ti
radical party to pay hesd to in this resu
which thay will be much mors lhikely, ir
flush of their gelfish joy, to pass over. They
wnst remember that wany people have givan
General Grant their votes in o geoerons spirit,
because, first, of their gratitude to him for
wliat he has dona for them in o tims of great
peril; and second, bevsnse they reposed con-
fidence in his moderation. Now hera hap-
peng to be an elument in this election over
which the leaders of the prevailing party
Lad no control, and can have none. They
canoot create popalar ssntiment, albeit they
may, on a piuch, shrawdly avail themselves
of it to advauce their own ends. Aund this
same powerful body of pablio sentiment they
will not be at liberty to ignore, far less to
snceepsiully resist. General Grant will coma
into oflice with all this aconmulated force at
kis back. e will probably feel that he oan
afford to keep on in his independent way,
with such a substantial reinforcement as that.
Shonld the radicals in Covgress undertako to
dregoon him into the support of measures at
which his official conscience might revolt,
they will find that they have got to confront
just s0 muoh of public feeling, embodied and
repregented in his person. 'They cannot ra-
peat their Aundrew Jeohnson experiments.
They will have very differsnt olrcumstances
to deal with, and a greatly altered tone of the
public temper. It strikes ns that their very
victory, as they now claim it to ba, will yield
themimore of & lesson thau of real partisan
adveutage.

All gideg, except, porhaps, these same party
maunvgers, will be inclioed o extend their con-
fidence to General Grant a3 the new 'residant,
The general dispogition will be to sustain him,
He will make a strong and succassfal adminis-
tration just in proportion as he astands firmly
by the popular confidence thas reposed in
bim. Bo long, doring his term, a8 he refnses
to cut locse from that, he may expect Lo re-

ain the President of the people instead of a
pamty; aud in that position no mere party can
unfaverably affeet him, It is because, by his
independent acceptance of the pomination,
and his generons gupport by the peoples, he is
to be the President of the people only, that
his official conduet will be scanned in some-
thing mwueh above the gpivit of party, and ba
gupported on its eolid merits irrespective of
considerations of the past.

Ilence his labo-
rious and futile attempt to prove that the
depreciation of the currency does not result
from redundance but from digeredit., Hence
his vebement assanlt wpon the positions of
Beoretary MoCuallogh, whose former policy of
contraction (which "he still believes the true
one) was 80 strougly raprobated by the Weat,
and so emphatically condemned and repn.
diasted by Coogress. This freal evideucs,
which Mr. Morton’s speech affords, that con-
traction will not be tolerated io the present
state of public feeling, seems to set the (ues-
tion of early resumption practically at rest;

The great requisite for gtrengthening our
linancial pogition fa the rehabilitation of the
Sonth, and the bulldiog up of ita euteabled
induatries, If the Union had besn promptly
restored on the cloge of the war, orpital wonld
have Hlowed freely into the exhiansted Sonth to
revive ita proaperity; aud its great staples, so
fmportaut to redress our forelgn balances,
wonld by this time have been 1n & state of
healthy recnperation, Prompt reatoration
wonld have benefitted the country every wav.
By greatly enlarging the fisld for the employv-
went of money, onr cnrrency wonld have basn
mide leps reduudant, and the saviog of the
heavy military expendes attendant on bastard
Yreconstruction” wonld have made our ra-
gources mors adequale to our exigencles, and
have greatly strepgthened the pablio eredit.
The most important etepz that can now bLe
talen towards resamption are to foster and
encourage the indnstry of the South, cnt down
our military establiabment, so dizproportionsd
to & state of peace, and retrench the extrava-
gance which has so long run riot under the

“'Come what may," =aid Me, Disrasli to &
political acguaiutance towards the close of a
memorable debate in 1850, *history mnst
record that I was twice Chancellor of the Lx.
chequer.” This was faid in anticipation of
the vote of the House of Commons which &
few hours after dismiszed Mr. Disraell from
oflice; and it was his proud consolation for
expeoted defest, Doubtless he finds at pre-
gent the same sort of comsolation in looking
back ppon the greater honors he has Iataly
won. Comae what may, history must record
that he was thres times Chancellor of the
Excohequer and onoa |'ime Minister. Ooly
thoge who etudy closaly the organization of
Hoglish pelitical life can nnderstand the na-
ture ol the trinmph over difficalties whiclh ia
represented by the elevation of & man of ne
fawily to the place of Prime Minister. Had
Mr. Disraell a sonl far loftier and more disio-
terested than he Lias, Le wight well indulge a
perional pride in the recolleotion of his tri-
umphs. *'l cease to live,”" says Goethe's Kg-
mont, *but | have lived."

There is something, however, wa cannot
help thinkiog, which sustaing Mr. Disrasli in
his fall beside the consolation of memory, The
address in which he explains to his party the
reaton of his resignation of oflice shows that
he Los no idea of giving up the game he has
played so unserupulonsly und so successfully.
I'heére were rensons why he conld not hope,
for the present, to bid agaivst (ladstona for
popnlar favor. Hecould not jast yet attempt
to accomplisgh the same andacious change of
front with regard to the Ivizh Charch which
he eflected so complstely in the onse of the
LReform bill. He conld not bring his party, at
this honr, ap to the pitch of sacrifiving tha
Irieh Church. His hold over some of the
etrioter members of the party was terribly
ghaken by the events of last year. Ouas more
such victory and ke must have been undone.
Alréady a sort of pullen seceasion was forming
itzell in his own Ministry in anticipation of his
venturing on some surrender of trne-blue Tory
prinviple. A faction was silently gathering itaolf
roupd Gathorpe lardy, who had proclafmed
that, come what might, he would nail his 'ro-
testant ascendancy colors to the mast. Then
there were the powerful secedars of last year
—the Marquis of Salisbury, the karl of Car-
narvon, and Gen, l'sel—prepared to resist
with uttermost force any atlempt to compro-
wise with the gpirit of religions ¢juality. No,
the thing conld uot be done. It must have
been very templing to Disrasli. Oue bold
coup o'ftat, one daring anuouncement that the
abolition of the Irish Church had all along
been the dream and the hope of the Conserva.
tive party—nud whers wonld Gladstone aud
Bright be then? Bul it could not be done.
Disraeli must fu his heart have raged againat
the slow and stolid men of principle—the
llardys and such like—who conld not appre-
vinte the gplendid chanee befors them, and
would rather stick to what they callsd thais
principles than executs the most brilliant
manoavrs with the ntmost certainty of suc
Unluckily, too, he had tried the No-
Popery cry himself; he had tried to kludle

Uess,

the fre which would not light, and he had
oply bnrned his own ilogers in the
futile ellort.
